Held June 4, 1912. 

The Woman's Board of Missions in forty-first annual ses- 
sion,convened as usual in the chapel of Central Union Church, 
fair with flowers, the president, Mrs. Theodore Richards, 
in the chair and Mrs. Elizabeth Waterhouse conducting devo- 
tional service. 

After minutes of the preceding meeting and the monthly 
report of the treasurer were presented, there came annual 
reports from all the secretaries, the treasurer, the branch and 
auxiliary societies, and from the four departments of mis- 
sion work. These reports were all approved and later placed 
in the hands of the publishing committee. 

The program committee, through its chairman, Mrs. A. C. 
Alexander, presented the following report : 

**The committee on program recommends for study during 
the year 1912-13 the following topics, prepared by Mrs. Helen 
Barrett Montgomery and taken from Mr. Robert Speer's 
book, *The Light of the World.' The topics have been 
arranged for eight meetings. The general subject for the

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ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The nominating committee, Mrs. A. A. Ebersole, chairman, 
named for officers of the Board during the year 1912-13 all 
the official circle for the year closing excepting Vice-President 
Mrs. Arthur Alexander, retiring after a second term ; Home 
Secretary Miss Juliette A. Cooke, absent from the city; and 
Foreign Secretary Mrs. E. A. Jones, recently chosen as 
president of the Gleaners. There were also named for addi- 
tional active vice-presidents, Mrs. Doremus Scudder, Mrs. 
W. J. Forbes and Mrs. J. P. Erdman ; for home corresponding 
secretary, Mrs. Carl B. Andrews ; and for foreign correspond- 
ing secretary, Miss Agnes E. Judd. These nominees were 
duly elected, and the list of names in full is given on the back 
cover of the printed Annual Report. 

The president's address was an earnest appeal to the 
mothers of the church to consider the relative worth of 
Christian training for their children in home. Sabbath school, 
church service and mission work, as compared with other 
valued development along lines mental and physical; also 
the mother's responsibility in so guiding her children that 
the Lord may indeed **put His Spirit upon them" and 
** cover them with the mantle of his righteousness." 

In greeting the guests of the day Mrs. Richards told of the 
delightful hour she had spent at the annual meeting of the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Episcopal Church, of the ** points" 
she had gathered there, and then introduced its president, 
Mrs. Arthur Smith, who brought greetings from her society, 
spoke of its work, of the growing spirit of unity among the 
churches, and of the hope that these women's organizations 
may come yet closer together in their mission work and 
mission study. 
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Mrs. R. E. Smith of the Methodist church told of their 
newly organized missionary society and hoped that later 
there might come good reports from it. 

The president explained briefly the new project of the 
Board concerning a mission study organizer, and the work 
she would develop. 

(This plan as voted upon by the Board is set forth in the 
annual report of the recording secretary.) 

Dr. Scudder, pastor of the church, spoke of the importance 
of this work. He noted the growing interest in missions 
throughout the church at large in the last decade, and ex- 
pressed his hope and belief that this particular mission study 
would tend not only to strengthen the zeal of the relatively 
faithful few, but would develop an interest among the many 
not now caring for these things. Especially he hoped that it 
might reach the maturer young people and bring into this 
phase of the Master's service their buoyant life and vigor. 

Mr. Bowen, as superintendent, spoke of it earnestly in 
relation to the Sabbath school. Details must be left to the 
organizer, but he suggested the possibility of so grouping 
the twenty-four classes over ten years of age that each 
class might have a mission study monthly. He hopes mission 
interest in the Sabbath school may reach parents through 
their children, and that conversely the hearts of the parents 
may be turned unto the children and to the Bible school. 
And then in the interests of the usual work of the school he 
put this pointed question : Why is it that with a present church 
membership of over a thousand, these Sabbath school rooms are 
not crowded with classes as they once were? This cause and that 
will not wholly account for it — ^not even the removal of 
whole families through the organization of churches of their 
own denomination. We are still a larger church than we 
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were then. Might not one c^wse be named the automobiling 
habit f A concrete illustration this. In a Sabbath school and 
church-going household there was recently a family anni- 
versary falling upon the Sabbath day. The father's sugges- 
tion carried that it be observed by an auto trip beyond the 
gates, where a properly quiet and most delightful day was 
spent. The next Sabbath a child preferred the surprising 
request: **Let us not go to Sunday school today. I don't 
like Sunday school. Let's go somewhere else." It was the 
apt question of the wise grandmother, **Why don't you like 
to go to Sunday school?"' which elucidated matters. **0h, 
it is so much nicer to go out in the automobile. We had such 
a good time last Sunday. ' ' A reverse example this. A man 
of mature years, always faithful in attendance, replied in 
these words to the question, **How came you by this Bible 
school habit ?. ' ' "My parents always attended" Those who had 
previously heard the president's strong words on parental 
responsibility noted this emphasis on her thought. 

Chaplain Pruden of Schofield Barracks told of different 
denominational services held in the new chapel for the sol- 
diers at Leilehua, one building serving all, and tending more 
readily to a religious atmosphere than did the old dance hall 
with its cigar stumps and beer bottles. This neat chapel was 
a gift of Honolulu people, a very large part of them affiliated 
with Central Union Church, and he took this opportunity 
to express his thanks, also distributing among his audience 
two picture post-cards showing exterior and interior views 
of the building. 

The hours of close attention to the work in hand were most 
pleasantly relieved by a rich solo in the resonant voice of 
Mrs. Tackaberry, a violin solo by Miss Lewis, and two fine 
numbers by Lima Kokua singers from Kawaiahao. 
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At a most delicious lunchfedb, served in the parish house 
at 12 :15, the Board entertained its guests of the session hours 
and its friends from business houses who could spare to the 
meeting only their noon recess. This luncheon, as for years 
past, was in the hands of Mrs. Fuller and her chosen assist- 
ants, and to each and every one of them the Board, on motion 
of Mrs. Hobdy, expressed its warmest thanks. 

Also to special committees, to musicians and speakers, and 
to the guests who had helped to gladden the day, the Board 
extended its appreciative ** aloha". 

For the first time at annual meeting we failed to find in the 
place at the president's right hand our beloved senior vice- 
president, Mother Bishop, and we truly missed her. Express- 
ing her own and the Board's warmest love, the president 
sent to her from her desk one of the two beautiful bouquets 
of white lilies. The other, with like love and well wishes, 
went to our long absent and invalid vice-president. Miss 
Chamberlain. 

After a closing hymn the benediction was pronounced by 
Chaplain Pruden. 

The sessions of the day were attended by about one hun- 
dred and fifty persons, while approximately one hundred 
and sevety-five enjoyed the luncheon hour together.

AmrUAL REPORT OF RECORDING SECRETARY. 

The Woman's Board of Missions at its annual meeting last 
June celebrated the fortieth anniversary of its organization 
in a day's delightful maniform account of its work and devel- 
opment. This year it records the auspicious opening of its 
fifth decade. 

The average attendance at sessions through 1911-12, eighty, 
stands two above the best of previous years save the one 
rare flood-tide record of ninety-eight. 

The home mission work continues in its accustomed four 
forms, Hawaiian, Chinese, Japanese and Portuguese. The 
devoted superintendent of Hawaiian work — the over-devoted 
superintendent we might almost say, so diligent in her work 
is she regardless of its strain upon her strength — Miss Green, 
was obliged for a little season to accept the rest so willingly 
granted her by the Board, but resumed her position again 
in January. Happily a former Bible reader, the most effici- 
ent of her corps, who had been out of service for a time, 
renewed her work in Miss Green's absence, thus serving in 
a measure as a leader among the readers. Mrs. Tranquada, 
the Bible reader among the Portuguese, was compelled to 
resign midway of the year, and thus far it has been impossi- 
ble to secure a successor to her. Among the Chinese and 
Japanese Mrs. MacKenzie and Miss Gulick have gone their 
wonted busy ways, and the reports of these four departments, 
presented by their leaders, are given on later pages. Besides 
this acustomed work on the home field, the Board has also 
aided this year in the support of the Bible reader of the Ma- 
kiki Japanese Church. 

Toward the foreign field the Board has continued its one 
share each in the American Board stations of Mt. Silinda, 
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Africa, and Lin Ch'ing, China; its aid to the Armenian Or- 
phan's Relief Association; its accustomed donation to the 
work of Pundita Ramabai ; while a little help has gone to the 
hungry ones on China's famine field. 

The programs of the year have been rich, varied and inter- 
esting. They opened with ** Summer Notes", vacation and 
otherwise, from busy superintendents of departments whose 
resting time by no means covers the full two months which 
the Board takes from its monthly gatherings. Later the 
work of these four departments was presented in mid-year 
reports by the leaders. Once also within the twelve months 
each of the youthful circles of Gleaners, Auroras and Lima 
Kokuas has told of its work and plans. 

The United Study of Missions as outlined in ** Western 
Women in Eastern Lands," and presented in a dozen able 
papers showing the need of woman's work for woman, its 
inception, beginnings, growth, success, prospects and methods 
for larger development, has proved itself one of the best in 
the whole course in *' United Study." 

Chinese interests have come before the Board in various 
forms; in ** current events," when the end and the political 
trend of the revolution were looming question marks in grow- 
ing history ; in Hawaii's close acquaintance with the early life 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen ; Red Cross work in Honolulu, enlisting 
old. and young, and proving how brave is the heart of the 
shy Chinese woman, coming out so nobly from her retirement 
to solicit successfully the funds for her work; Kwangtung 
province, introduced by map, descriptions of the land and 
its varied population,its industries and missions, and by Mrs. 
Damon's account of her personal experience among the 
strange river people in their quaint house-boats — ^f or Kwang- 
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tung is the province from which come most of Hawaii's 
Chinese and to which, later, Central Union's new missionary 
is expected to go ; and last, there was presented a living rep- 
resentation of China in Hawaii — forty-five girls from the Be- 
retania Street Settlement (among them the fiancee of Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen's only son), singing their mission songs before the 
Woman's Board, and, accompanying them with a dozen 
babies, thirty young mothers, just struggling toward a know- 
ledge of English and a glimpse of richer life through Mrs. 
MacKenzie's morning class for women. 

Korea of pentecostal awakening came in review, described 
by Mrs. Brockton, who had done three years of missionary 
service there. 

Palestine and American missions was the theme of Mrs. 
Selah Merrill, for some years a resident of that land. 

**The World in Boston," as showing forth christian unity 
and hospitality and as developing missionary knowledge and 
interest, was presented by Rev. W. B. Oleson. 

The Social Settlement exhibit at Chicago was described 
as seen by Mrs. J. A. Rath. 

The ** Peace Scholarships," a tie binding East and West 
through the half dozen sons of the Sunrise Kingdom now 
welcomed without cost to the Christian culture of Hawaii's 
Mid-Pacific Institute. 

The American Woman's petition to the Government for a 
peace monument at the opening of the Panama Canal, the 
formal petition, duly presented and unanimously approved, 
being sent on its way to add its weight to the onward wave 
of peace. 

Guests have added their cheer on various days. Besides 
those named as contributing largely to the program there 
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have been greetings from Df*. and Mrs. Dunning and their 
fellow travelers, Miss Olcott and Mrs. Brayton, from Miss 
Bell of Chicago and from earlier friends of the Board, Miss 
Malone and Mrs. Hair. 

Items of business of various kinds have come before the 
Board for action within the year, have been disposed of, 
and so have passed into the working worth of the organi- 
zation. One yet remains a project to be tested. It is a 
vision of our last year's seer, assuming shape for practical 
verity. The following is the exact form in which it came 
before the board. 

A Trained Mission Study Leader 

At the fortieth aniversay meeting last June, Mrs. Frear, in 
her forward vision of the enlarging work of the Board, 
named, among other forms of growth, the service of a train- 
ed mission worker to develop the knowledge and spirit of 
missions, especially among the young. 

This suggestion has had growing pllace in individual 
thought until, under guidance of the President of the Board, 
it assumes such shape as this: 

A plan to secure from the mainland a worker trained in 
mission study and mission teaching, and of such magnetism 
as would make her personally acceptable, especially among 
the young people. 

She would conduct mission study classes among the women 
in various districts of the city from Waikiki to Kalihi — 
each class meeting once a month and making for her two 
or more classes a week. 

She would unite with the oflScers of our youthful auxiliaries 
in developing knowledge and interest in their legitimate 
fields of effort. 
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She would conduct groups of Sabbath school classes in 
mission study week by week ; and she would use her judg- 
ment about entering such other openings as might appear 
along her line. 

Her term of service this experimental year would extend 
from October 1, 1912 to June 1, 1913. 

A home without cost would be furnished her in the family 
of a member of the Board — or elsewhere if more suitable. 

Her cash salary for the eight months would be fifty dol- 
lars per month, with an additional one hundred dollars tow- 
ard her traveling outlay each way. 

These funds, so far as they were not secured outside the 
Board, would this year be taken from its savings bank fund. 

Affirmative action was promptly taken by the Board on 
the foregoing proposition, and letters of inquiry concerning 
such a worker, with request to be put into early correspon- 
dence with the same, were forwarded at once to a half dozen 
points on the mainland. The sequel the opening year will 
bring. 

So we annually make our record of interests past, passing 
and future, and always as we sum them up we tarry a 
moment in thought of those who have passed from the sphere 
of earth's activities to the fuller service above. Those of 
our number who have this year been thus translated are 
Mrs. De la Vergne, Mrs. Otis, Miss Talcott, and Mrs. Leavitt. 

The average attendance at the sessions of the Board for 
1911-12 has been eighty.

REPORT OF HAWAIIAN WORE. 

Owing to illness soon after commencing the work last 
September I was obliged to lay aside the greater part of it 
for three months. I made several calls and kept up my 
Sunday school work at Moiliili when I was not able to con- 
tinue my regular duties, until I went out of town for seven 
weeks. 

I was grateful that Lilia Kulaia returned in September 
after a year's enforced absence, for she had been so long in 
the Bible reader's work that she could carry it along nicely. 
She and the two other women made over two hundred calls 
during that time. 

Since then we have together made many calls among the 
Hawaiians in Kakaako, Kalia, Kewalo, Waikiki, Maona, 
Moiliili and environs, Kaimuki, Kapahulu and Palolo dis- 
tricts, besides upper Port and Emma streets and Lunalilo 
Home. 

We find some localities quite thickly populated by Ha- 
waiians, others where we have to go over much ground to 
find them. This of course consumes time and strength, but 
pays in the end. 

There are a number of families in different parts of Kai- 
muki. Two weeks since we took a long walk through a por- 
tion of Kaimuki, down the Kapahulu road into that district. 
Besides being stony, it was extremely dusty. 

Last week we went up to the Hawaiian settlement in Palolo 
Valley. Here we found mud, which impeded swift walking, 
and we got our feet wet besides by crossing the stream and 
going over **kuaunas" between taro patches. When one 
comes to a marshy spot covered with recently gathered weeds 
it certainly makes one feel that it is either ''sink or swim!*' 
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On our way to Palolo, a little more than midway up the 
valley, we met one of the principal women, who insisted upon 
returning with us and acting as a guide to the various homes, 
which favor we much appreciated. It was two years since 
we were there, and we found many changes for the better. 
Neat cottages have for the most part replaced the shacks 
originally built on the land, and the taro patches and gardens 
looked quite thrifty. 

It was pathetic to visit Manoa and find so very few of the 
aborigines. The community has been dwindling for some 
time and the cholera of last year proved the proverbial *4ast 
straw." 

One of my Bible readers was away for two months of this 
year, having taken her sick seventeen-year-old son to Hawaii, 
hoping that the change would prove beneficial. He was 
better for a time, but a sudden, violent cold threw him into 
quick consumption. She brought him home the latter part 
of March and he slipped away early Easter Sunday. I went 
to see him nearly every day of that week and found him 
patient in his sufferings. He was a good lad, and we miss 
him. 

The ravages of the ** white plague" are indeed appalling 
here in our city ! If only the Hawaiians would realize what 
a menace it is to the community, and then help fight it, we 
might be encouraged to feel that it could be lessened among 
them. 

The work of the district nurses is appreciated by those 
of us who work for the different nationalities, and I think 
that in time it will be appreciated even by the Hawaiians. I 
was amused recently by the way in which a girl in sewing 
class, exclaimed, ** plenty air, no tuberculosis!" Upon being 
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questioned if they received instructions at school upon the 
subject, she replied, **Yes, every day!'' It is to be hoped 
they will profit from this teaching. 

As I have so often remarked, the influence of boarding 
schools upon the lives of former pupils is frequently seen 
in their pleasant homes and the manner of bringing up 
children and grand-children. 

While at the Peninsula, I called on Judge and Mrs. 
Hookano and enjoyed it much. Such sterling worth and up- 
right character as the Judge shows, makes ones heart glad. 

As I was away at Christmas the sewing class at Moiliili did 
not receive their gifts until January. Mrs. Dora Isenberg 
provides money for the sewing materials and holiday gifts. 
I purchased books for them this year, which greatly pleased 
them. For weeks after, one or another of the girls would 
bring her book when she came to Sunday school or sewing, 
showing that they read and enjoyed them. 

The girls were extremely happy to return to sewing, and 
they are progressing finely, even to Mary Hao, who has been 
so wild and careless that it has seemed as if she never would 
even try to do her best. I have come to the conclusion she 
really can improve, although there is still room for more! 
I have never taken quite so much pleasure in the work at 
Moiliili as during the past year. The girls are more familiar 
in their talk, and we have real good times. 

Three of my large girls were married last year and seem 
happy. Mary Ann came through the yard last Saturday, 
when I was preparing work in the church. I called to her, 
asking for the baby. She came in, bringing her two-month's 
old daughter. Such a cunning little snippet as she is; her 
head is covered with the softest and blackest of hair. When 
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I held her, she commenced to fret, »o I gave her back to her 
mother, who said, "She likes to be held this way,'' cuddling 
her Tip to her neck. It seems so funny to see Mary Ann with 
a baby — she is but a child herself in many ways; but she 
carries her new honors with solemnity. She inquired if I 
thought it wise to give the baby soda crackers. I said, '*No !" 
emphatically. She told me some one had recommended this 
article of diet, but her husband, a young Portuguese, ob- 
jected. Is it any wonder so many babies die? 

The senior class of boys and girls at Moiliili finished the 
Old Testament stories, including the Maccabean period, this 
year, after a long course, and most of them kept up their 
interest to the last. I feel quite delighted that several of 
them at least have pretty good ideas about the characters 
in that part of the Bible. We have already begun the Life 
of Christ, and I hope they will be as thorough with this sub- 
ject as with the other lessons. Books containing simple 
stories, or those made up from stories they write, with 
pictures to add zest to their work, I find excellent. 

The sewing school at Kawaiahao church did not reopen 
last September, on account of Mrs. Wilcox's trip to Cali- 
fornia, and for various reasons has not held sessions since 
her return. 

The Kawaiahao women's sewing hui holds its own very 
well. We meet the second Tuesday of each month, save July 
and August. Most of the gatherings this year have been at 
Mrs. Coney's; two were held at Mrs. Ahren's home, and this 
month we are to meet with Mrs. Carrie Kobinson. During 
1911 the society gave forty-three garments and two hundred 
fifty-three yards of cloth to needy persons. Since January 
twenty-eight articles of children's clothing have been sent 
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to China, and one hundred fifty-five yards of cloth ; also two 
suits for a couple of boys have been donated.

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REPORT OF CHINESE WORE. 

GENERAL OUTLOOK. 

While last year's report spoke of many changes as having 
already taken place in China, and it was felt that many 
more might be expected, still not even the wildest and most 
enthusiastic dreamer could have imagined what has actually 
transpired. It is hard even now to believe that war has 
taken place, that the great and ancient Empire of China 
has been overthrown and that a Republic has been establish- 
ed. Wonderful it is to see a new nation born in a day. This 
has opened the eyes of the nations, who never thought such 
a great and wonderful change possible. Fortunately it has 
come to pass with very little blood-shed. December and Jan- 
uary were very exciting months, and the events which then 
transpired stirred our hearts very deeply. Then to know 
that the one who was bearing the great burden was so in- 
timately associated with our own life here in Hawaii, was 
one of us at it were, this indeed thrilled our hearts as we 
have followed the career of the remarkable man, who has 
been called **The Washington of China." 

Circumstances have been such that I have been able this 
year to get out more among the Chinese women of the city 
than for some time past, and it has been a great pleasure to 
be with them once more. The women of all ranks were 
deeply stirred up by the news from their home land and by 
the changing conditions. Meetings were held, and there 
was a great desire to actively aid the movement in some way. 
It was suggested that steps be taken to assist the work of 
the Red Cross Society. This idea was enthusiastically ac- 
cepted. Day after day a large company gathered in the 
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Chinese Merchants Union Hall to make bandages, of which 
thousands were sent back to China. Carrying Red Cross flags, 
an earnest band of women went down from store to store, 
house to house, and raised a large sum of money. This same 
enthusiasm characterized a later effort to raise funds for 
famine relief in China. It has been truly wonderful to 
witness the spirit of earnest devotion which has here pre- 
vailed. Equally interesting is it that this spirit has not died 
out but still fills the hearts of many. 

Though our field is smaller, yet I share Mrs. Arthur H. 
Smith's feeling of anxiety as to how to meet these new con- 
ditions and the open door that we now have here in Hono- 
lulu; so we would ask your earnest prayers that much wis- 
dom may be given to our band of workers, and that we may 
be so filled with God's spirit of love that we can lay hold 
of His promises and win many souls for our Master by being 
strong in His might. 

Last September, Mr. Damon and I visited the Chinese in 
Hilo, and saw Mrs. Walsh in her faithful and devoted work 
among the women and children. Her school of some forty 
children is most interesting, and to it she brings the same 
enthusiasm she has manifested these many years. It was 
most pleasant to meet Miss Pomeroy again and others who 
have taken such kind interest in the Chinese work. 

At Paia on Maui, Mrs. F. M. Simpson is most happy in 
the larger opportunities for service afforded her by the new 
mission home which has been provided through the gene- 
rosity of Mrs. H. P. Baldwin. "There has been," she says, 
a quiet, steady growth in the effort to establish aunion work 
since coming into this new and large Mission Home. Our 
Sabbath school enrollment has increased from twenty-six 
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children to sixty-four children and five teachers — twenty-six 
Chinese, thirty-six Japanese, two Portuguese and two Haw- 
aiian children." She speaks of other encouraging features 
in the work. 

Miss Turner writes thus of the work in Wailuku, Maui. 
"Homes have been visited by Mr. and Mrs. Tee Kui and 
myself and help given in times of sickness and bereavement. 
Chinese boys past school age and young men have been as- 
sisted in securing work, and the girls given an opportunity 
to enter some seminary. The Alexander Home has 
been open to all, whether for advice, for comfort in 
sorrow, or for the social side of life which all crave. This 
too has been true of the evangelist and his wife in their 
home. We trust that through these avenues hearts and lives 
have been made brighter by the work of the past year. 

Mrs. Burnham continues her good work among the Chinese 
children in Lahania. This year she has been assisted by 
Miss Townsend. 

We have no special women workers on Kauai, but there is 
much good work being done there by our Chinese helpers, 
and in some places teachers in the public school are most 
earnest in helping Sunday school work. 

Miss Whiteman continues her earnest efforts among the 
young Chinese, and the Christian Endeavor Society of the 
Port Street Church has in her still, as in other years, a good 
friend and guide. Miss Prances Lawrence helps in our 
Sabbath school most earnestly, and the valuable assistance 
of a number of lady teachers there is especially worthy of 
note. Members from our Chinese Young Ladies Mission- 
ary Society are helpful at different points. 

Mrs. Fung, our Bible woman, is no longer a stranger, 
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but has many centers where she holds meetings every week 
and feels much encouraged in her field of work.

Mrs. MacKenzie, the Board's missionary among the 
Chinese, reports below the work of which she is a large 
factor : 

BERETANIA STREET MISSION. 

We began the year greatly encouraged by the fact that 
Mr. MacKenzie was to devote all his time to the work of the 
Mission. 

We had alluring visions of what might be accomplished 
with more space and equipment, but have done what we 
could in our little crowded corner. 

There has been a marked increase in the attendance of 
our morning school for women. We have now more than 
thirty on the roll, and others tell us they are coming next 
term. Many more are eager to come but are hindered by 
their husbands or home duties. There are some very inter- 
esting young women attending regularly. 

The Sewing Circle still meets each week and is certainly 
a busy hive. At the last session there were ninety present. 
The embroidery class has proved an attraction to the women 
of the neighborhood, so much so that it has become neces- 
sary to go to their homes and give them private instructions, 
as it is impossible to attend to them in class. In addition 
to this, they come from far and near to have patterns 
stamped. One day recently twelve different pieces were 
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brought. White pillow slips, with roses or lilies outlined 
in red, are the fashion at present in our district. We are 
glad to come close to them even by such simple means, but 
sometimes we wish the days were longer or our hands multi- 
plied many fold. Mrs. Arthur MacKaye has been much in- 
terested in this class all through the year and is in con- 
stant attendance, while Miss Stetson has charge of the tiny 
tots, and keeps them interested so that their big sisters may 
be free to sew. 

The Night School for working men and boys has long 
outgrown the down-stairs room, where the tables are sur- 
rounded four nights in the week by earnest, studious pupils. 
The attendance has not fallen below forty since Christmas. 

The Senior Class has met in our living room all through 
the year. These are mostly men who have been with us 
from the beginning of our work here. We were very much 
pleased recently, when they formed themselves into a liter- 
ary society, meeting on Wednesday evening. They named 
it **King Keung Hok She,'' which means ** Striving for 
the Higher." 

The Boys Club holds its session the same evening. It has 
been a problem to keep these boys together in such cramped 
and unattractive quarters. 

Mr. Larimer of the Y. M. C. A. came to our rescue early 
in the season, coaching the boys for matches with other 
clubs, teaching in the Sunday school, encouraging them and 
us in many ways. We cannot too warmly express our ap- 
preciation. 

Those who were present at the social which marked the 
close of the winter's work, realized what a fine company of 
bright young men our ** Knights of King Arthur" are. 
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The Gideon Glee Club, which has met on Saturday even- 
ing, led by Mr. Hudson of the M. E. Church, has proved very 
helpful in our socials, and also in our Sunday evening 
gospel service. Sunday is the rallying day of all these 
branches of our work. 

We have long hoped and wished that the members of our 
Board might come and see just how crowded we are, and 
how almost impossible it is to do the work according to the 
apostolic injunction, ** decently and in order." 

Since Christmas the attendance in our Sunday schools has 
never fallen below two hundred, often far exceeding it. 
The mothers of the neighborhood, who used to come with 
their babies in their arms to listen to the singing, no longer 
come because there is no room. Miss Kuth Haley's class 
of young girls numbers over forty. She is very enthusiastic 
and also very faithful. 

We could speak at length about the tenement life all 
about us, but time is too short. 

Tenements do not improve with age, but become more un- 
sanitary and are rented by more and more inferior people 
as the years go by. Those who are able, we are happy to 
notice, are building little cottages, and moving into them. 

The story telling hour at the play ground was continued 
until the lengthening days and beautiful evenings made it 
no longer necessary. 

We have visited the homes all through the year and have 
wished we had more time to devote to this important part 
of the work. 

The days are not only full but overflowing with oppor- 
tunities for service. Visiting one day the home of sorrow 
and the next a house of feasting and gladness, rejoicing with 
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those who rejoice and ready to weep with those who weep, 
we strive ever to follow in the footsteps of Him **who loved 
us and gave Himself for us.' '

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REPORT OF JAPANESE WORK. 

GENERAL OUTLOOK. 

Christian work among the Japanese in Hawaii has gone on 
steadily and quietly during the year. The evangelists on this 
island are the same as last year. 

A fine new church building is just completed on Nuuanu 
street, and being in the center of a large Japanese com- 
munity will, we trust, draw many within the sound of the 
Gospel. Mr. and Mrs. Hori are in charge, earnest workers, 
who are rejoicing in the new church and cozy parsonage. 

On Maui a new evangelist has taken the place of Mr. 
Mamiya at Wailuku and he has gone to Kohala. A church 
has just been formed at Wailuku. 

At Hilo a new church building has been erected during 
the last few months, an attractive edifice, convenient for 
church and Sunday school purposes. It is not quite finished, 
and the congregation are still worshipping in the old church, 
which is to be converted into a dormitory for young women. 
Mr. and Mrs. Higuchi are faithful missionaries and have a 
successful, prosperous work in Hilo. The Sunday services 
are well attended by both men and women. 

The church work and boarding school at Honomu, twelve 
miles from Hilo, are still carried on by Mr. and Mrs. Sokabe 
and helpers. It shows the estimation in which they are held 
by the people for whom they labor, that a few Sundays ago, 
the large sum of $1,556 was contributed to pay off a debt 
that Mr. Sokabe had contracted in trying to run his school, 
and his boarding house for plantation employes, on too 
limited means. It was a happy day for pastor and people, 
and their friends, when the debt was paid. It was a surprise 
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to many of us that the people should have rallied so royally 
to Mr. Sokabe's aid. 

On Kauai few changes have occurred during the year. One 
new evangelist has come from Japan and gone to Makaweli. 

The hold the Japanese priests have upon the ignorant 
people is so great that Christianity does not make rapid 
progress among them, but we are thankful for the companies 
of Japanese Christians scattered here and there over the 
land, whose influence is widely affecting Japanese life.

The special missionary of the Woman's Board among the 
Japanese, Miss Julia A. E. Gulick, presents the following 
report : 

JAPANESE WORK IN HONOLULU. 

During Mr. Okumura's absence on his round-the-world 
tour, the general work of the Makiki church is largely carried 
on by the earnest young men of that church, while the 
preaching in Japanese is done by neighboring Japanese 
pastors and Mr. Frank Scudder. Mr. John Gulick and others 
preach occasionally in English, with Mrs. Kishimoto as in- 
terpreter, until the students who especially enjoy this service 
scatter for the summer vacation. 

Mr. Kajiro, the evangelist in Kakaako, is on a four months^ 
leave of absence in Japan. 

Mrs. John Gulick, who has been a regular teacher in that 
Sunday school for five years or more, is now the superintend- 
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ent, and I have taken her class of girls, from ten to fifteen 
years of age. The class numbers from two to eleven. 

The general attendance of the school is quite irregular, 
Japanese school exercises, a picnic, or an interesting ball 
game may call oflf a large share of the pupils at any time, 
and the children have little idea of quiet or order. With 
Mr. Frank Scudder's aid we have more order, but fewer 
boys than when Mr. Kajiro was in charge. 

During the two weeks of the Christian Extension Move- 
ment the Japanese christians held union meetings two even- 
ings at each of the six churches in turn. Their method was 
to meet for a short season of prayer, organize in three bands 
with two leaders to each group. Then each person was 
furnished with a lantern, and singing as they went, followed 
their leaders to different parts of the neighborhood. 

On reaching a Japanese camp or other suitable place, 
hymns were sung, two or three short addresses or testimonies 
given, tracts distributed, and the meetings at the nearest 
preaching place announced. Christians of all denominations 
and of both sexes turned out in good numbers and much 
gospel seed was sown, though not many were drawn to the 
churches. 

The willingness of men and women, to whom such Salva- 
tion Army methods are repugnant, to march the streets night 
after night in order that their countrymen might hear the 
gospel, was a very encouraging feature of the work. 

Last October a monthly meeting of the Japanese Bible 
women and pastors' wives of all denominations was started. 
Out of eight who are eligible, five is the usual number in 
attendance. That those who attend appreciate and enjoy 
the exercises was indicated when the question of discon- 
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tinuing for the summer was discussed. The Methodist 
Bible-woman seemed to voice the sentiment of the rest when 
she said ''This meeting is vacation for me." 

One month our program was voiced by an address from 
Mrs. Pearson, a Presbyterian missionary from Japan. To 
this service all the prominent christian women of the town 
were invited, and a number responded, making an audience 
of about twenty. All were deeply impressed by Mrs. Pear- 
son's faith and enthusiasm, and as a result a general 
woman's meeting was arranged for Saturday evening, that 
more might have the privilege of hearing her. 

It is now proposed to have such union women's meetings 
two or three times a year, when suitable speakers can be se- 
cured. This will enable us, by special invitation, to gather 
in some who are not attracted to any of our ordinary meet- 
ings. 

The woman whom I mentioned in my February report as 
wanting to join the church after nearly two years of private 
instruction in the Bible, is still held back by her husband, 
and Miss Ikeda continues to give her an individual lesson 
each Sunday. 

Mrs. Weaver's maid whom I instructed weekly for over 
two years seemed "almost persuaded," but returned to 
Japan just after Mrs. Weaver left Lunalilo Home without 
having taken any public stand as a Christian. She says 
she is going to follow *'The Jesus Way" when she reaches 
her home, but there will be many obstacles in her path. I 
gave her letters of introduction which will help her to make 
christian acquaintances if she really wishes to do so. 

The intelligent midle-aged woman who was for several 
months an interested and interesting Bible student, stopped 
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taking lessons because too busy, before Christmas, and has 
only just begun again, though I have frequently asked if 
she were not ready to resume. A by-product of my fre- 
quent visits to her home is improved health for all the 
family! They have adopted my suggestion of taking salt 
baths in the morning, and as a result the old lady, her 
daughter, and four small boys are all much less subject 
to colds. 

The Japanese Woman and Children's Home on NHiuanu 
street continues to be kept crowded full with twenty-four 
children. One is a special, a babe of three months only 
when brought to the Home, a dear, sweet, bright, little 
girl, well provided for in every way. Domestic difficulties 
robbed her of a mother's care and her father was glad to 
avail himself of the Home and to make suitable return for 
the care. 

Mrs. So is at the present ably assisted by Mrs. Tonaka, who 
served for a long time in the family of Dr. Kincaid and has 
recently returned from Japan. Without her efficient aid it 
would have have been impossible to take the baby. 

One evening a week I have a class for religious instruc- 
tion at the Home. Eleven of the older boys and girls are 
in it, their ages ranging from nine to sixteen, but all are 
interested in coloring with crayon pencils the outline text 
and picture cards which I have received from the surplus 
of Kawaiahao Sunday school. 

Under the stimulus of Mr. Frank Damon's enthusiasm a 
Japanese Young Women's Students' Association was or- 
ganized in March, for literary and social purposes. The 
dozen or so members are showing much interest in their 
society and desire to learn how to conduct meetings in a

parliamentary manner. I prize the opportunity afforded 
me, as an honorary member, of making the acquaintance 
of this group of educated young women, from whom we 
hope for much good in the community.

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REPORT OF PORTUGUESE WORK. 

One more year of sowing the precious seed among our 
people has passed. The full results of this seed-time will 
be revealed only in eternity. The need is great for the 
harvest surely is plenteous, but there has been lack of lab- 
orers. 

Mrs. Tranquada was again our earnest and faithful Bible- 
reader for a part of the year, but increased family cares 
made it necessary for her to discontinue her beloved service 
among our women regularly, though for some time she 
has continued to serve occasionally without pay. All our 
efforts to obtain some one who could give much of her 
time to this important work have been unsuccessful, but 
we have some one in mind now who, we hope, when she 
arrives in Honolulu, will be willing to engage in it. Each 
month two different women, members of our missionary 
society, have been appointed to act as Bible-readers, and all 
who have gone reported a favorable reception. 

Mrs. Carreiro and others have visited the women on a 
neighboring plantation, some of whom have listened to the 
Word rather indifferently while others have shown eager- 
ness and delight in those things which are so new and so 
strange to them. We have met poverty and sickness among 
them and have offered relief according to our ability. 

We have been interested in the case of a young girl at 
this plantation who is suffering from tuberculosis, and have 
provided medicine and given her advice. The latter^ has 
not made much impression, for it is hard to make these 
people see the benefit of sleeping in the open air and the 
need of caution as to infection of others. The physician 
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who examined and was treating her thinks that she might 
be cured if she would follow his directions implicitly. 

Our Ladies' Missionary Society about two months ago 
changed its constitution so that it is now not only a mis- 
sionary society, but also an aid society, and its members 
will donate material and make clothing for the poor and 
provide financial aid according to our means. For this 
purpose our annual dues have been raised from one dollar 
to one dollar and a half. 

A few months ago one of our church members invited 
three of her little neighbors to attend our Sunday school 
with her own little ones. Their mother was very much 
pleased with the invitation and her children have become 
regular attendants. She herself had a great desire to attend 
our church services but feared to ask permission of her 
husband. At Easter, as her little girl was going to take 
part in the Easter exercises, she mustered courage enough 
to ask her husband to allow her to go and hear the child 
recite, and he granted her permission. She has ever since 
attended the morning service regularly, although her hus- 
band has often objected and thrown obstacles in her way. 
It gladdens ones heart to see her beaming face and on greet- 
ing her to hear her say, **0h, I am so happy! I thought 
that I was going to die withoufc ever attending this church, 
but now God has granted me the privilege and I am happier 
than if I had obtained great riches." Many of her friends 
have forsaken her, two of her most intimate friends have 
gone to her home to remonstrate with her and have tried to 
persuade her husband to prohibit her coming, but happily 
he replied that he could not control her conscience. When 
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the Holy Spirit gains possession of the heart all fear of 
man is east out, and ones greatest joy is in His service. 

The earnest desire of our hearts is that many others may 
see the beauty of the religion of Jesus Christ and have 
courage to follow the dictates of their conscience, and that 
we may be used of God to draw many into His kingdom 
and to live for His glory. 

In these days of many worldly attractions it is hard to 
get men to think seriously of spiritual things, and many 
times we grow faint with discouragement because we would 
see results; then God allows a gleam of light to shine out 
and beckon us onward, and we are reminded that 

** There is no faith in seeing; 

Were we led like children here, 
And lifted over rock and river-bed, 

No care, no fear^ 
We should be useless in the busy throng. 

Life's work undone; 
Lord, make us brave and earnest, true and strong. 

Till souls are won."

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REPORT OF LIBIA KOKUA. 

The Lima Kokua has held, besides its nine regular meet- 
ings, two special meetings, one for the election of oflScers 
early in October and one in March to make appropriations 
for the year. 

The collections during the year have amounted to forty- 
seven dollars and ninety-five cents ($47.95), a much larger 
sum than last year, and because there was some money on 
hand in the treasury, the girls have been able to make 
larger pledges than before. 

The annual contribution of ten dollars ($10.00) was sent 
to the Woman's Board of Central Union Church; ten dollars 
($10.00) to Mr. and Mrs. Delaporte for their work in Nauru; 
twenty dollars ($20.00) for the support of a Chinese girl in 
a Christian school in China; and ten dollars ($10.00) for 
the Relief fund in China, making a total of fifty dollars 
($50.00). The girls at this March meeting gave many 
dresses and much underclothing for the girls in China and 
Nauru. It was a great pleasure to see them so ready to 
share what they have. 

We were privileged to have Mrs. Titus Coan, the beloved 
first principal of Kawaiahao Seminary, talk to us on **The 
Life of the Old School" at our first meeting in October. 
The girls never tire of hearing about the old days. 

While all the meetings are conducted by the girls, they 
have furnished the entire programs for four of them. We 
have continued our study of the Indians from last year, 
but have also kept in touch with the missionary work in 
China, Japan, India, Korea and Africa. 

Dr. Allen E. Cross of Boston on his return home from the 
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Orient, charmed us all with the account of his trip and 
showed us the many souvenirs which he was taking home. 

Mrs. Weaver gave a most interesting account of her 
brother, General Armstrong, and of his work at Hampton 
Institute.

The ''Kin Kok Kong Tau Pui," or the "Missionary So- 
ciety, * ' was formed under the auspices of Miss Sunter, March 
26, 1903. The object of Miss Sunter was, first, to spread 
the Gospel or do Christ's work; second, to have the girls 
come into closer contact with each other. With a few to 
start with the society has worked its way up. 

The business meeting are held on the first Friday of each 
month in the vestibule below the Fort Street Chinese 
Church. Songs are sung. Scriptures are read and prayers 
are offered. Very interesting articles about China or other 
countries are either read by Mr. Damon or by the different 
members of the society. 

At present there are eighteen girls on the roll. Some of 
them have gone away to the other islands to teach. Two 
have gone to the mainland to pursue a higher education, 
and another is back in China taking a missionary course. 
Others are helping the choirs here and teaching in Sunday 
school mornings and afternoons. 

With willing hand and heart the girls have found great 
interest in their work.

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PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

OUR MANTLES 

As Elijah was bidding farewell to Elisha, he asked, ''What 
shall I give thee my son," and Elisha replied, **A double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me, O my father." *'Thou 
hast asked a hard thing nevertheless, if thou see me when 
I am taken, it shall be so." 

Earlier in the narrative, we are told that Elijah cast his 
mantle over Elisha, who left all and followed him, minister- 
ing unto him, learning of and from him. When the final 
parting came and Elisha watched the great prophet going 
from him, he was enveloped in Elijah's mantle and his desire 
granted in receiving of a double portion of the spirit, for 
as he joined the sons of the prophets, the spirit shone in 
his countenance, and they cried out, **The spirit of Elijah 
doth rest upon Elisha." 

We hear much today of the spirit, the character, the per- 
sonality of the man — that part of man which was breathed 
into him by GOD ; that part of a child which is capable of 
being guided and trained, for which training we as parents 
are directly responsible. 

The immortal souls entrusted to our care by the Heavenly 
Father we would train into stronger, truer, nobler spirits 
than any who have gone before. We would endow them 
with a double portion of the spirit of faithfulness and un- 
selfishness and usefulness with which our parents imbued us. 

As mothers we are constantly confronted with the com- 
plexity and rapidity of life in this generation, the diflficulties 
of maintaining our standards and ideals. How shall we 
instill the positive virtues in our children? What are we 
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doing to meet and solve the problem daily presented to us ? 
Are we simply drifting with the crowd content to let our 
children grow up as mere sons of the prophets, or shall we 
with God's help set ourselves to make of our children even 
prophets of the Most High, as were Samuel and Elisha, 
Deborah and Anna. 

Let us this morning put ourselves to the test of answering 
a few queries as to whether in ourselves and in our homes 
we are endeavoring to stem the tide of extravagance, the 
mad rush for pleasure, the admiration for wealth and 
materialism in general. What breastworks are we throw- 
ing up to stay the floods of worldiness that are threatening 
the very foundations of our homes? 

Is the home made beautiful by high aims, simple living, 
generosity and love of God? Do we have family worship, 
is the conversation ever on religious topics, are our chil- 
dren as well acquainted with the heroes and captains of mis- 
sions as they are with the heroes of secular life and the 
captains of industry? Are we as certain to have religious 
and missionary periodicals on our library tables as the 
secular magazines and papers? Do we consider familiarity 
with Biblical characters, history, and literature, as well as 
the great hymns of the church, as essential to the education 
and culture of our children as the knowledge of Grecian, 
Roman, Medieval characters and literary masterpieces? 

If our children are to be endued with a double portion 
of our interest and knowledge in the affairs of God's king- 
dom upon this earth, we must be very earnest and persistent 
in our training along these lines. 

I have little patience with the present day theories of 
developing a child along the lines of least resistance. No 
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child says "thank you" of his own accord. The lessons of 
gratitude must be taught and retaught. Not long ago a 
mother said to me, **I will not send my child to a school that 
is not made so attractive that she desires above all things 
to go." I replied, '*Few children would be educated if they 
waited for the always attractive schools." Even in child- 
hood we must instiU the doing of the undesired if after- 
wards the results are for betterment and the strengthening 
of character. The spirit as well as the body grows by the 
things it masters. 

May I speak of influence. How potent a factor that is 
in the development of children. First the influence of the 
parents. Let me refer only to that pertaining to our duties 
to the church and her various organizations or departments. 

Are we mothers interested in the Bible School? Do we 
see that the lesson is prepared before our children go, or 
do we expect the teacher, whom perhaps we do not even 
know, to instruct our children in God's Word? Some of us 
think our obligation ends in simply sending the children 
when they wish to go. 

Are we regular in our own attendance at church, and do 
we, as the children grow older, expect them to go with us? Do 
they know that we expect them to worship God on His day 
and in His house with the same regularity that their other 
duties are fulfilled? Even as the father goes to his business 
daily and the children to school, so we should without ques- 
tion look to them to meet their Sunday duties. These are 
but outward observances, you say,but as the old saying runs, 
''Sow an act and you reap a habit, sow a habit and you reap 
a character, sow a character and you reap a destiny." 

And how about the influence along the line of missionary 
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interest. If the children know the parents are students of 
missions, givers to the cause, members of missionary organi- 
zations and regular attendants on the meetings, what is 
likely to be their own attitude towards missions? If we 
look for interest in those things in our children, and plant, 
foster and train these interests, the fruits are bound to 
appear. A concrete example — do we attend regularly the 
meetings of our mission board, do we give to its support, 
are we keenly interested in its workers, stations and study? 
Are we training our daughters in these paths of duty? Does 
she attend the Missionary Gleaners, contribute to its support, 
is she interested in the various branches of work and does 
she give of her time and strength? Or do we constantly 
excuse her from attendance because of school work, music 
and dancing lessons, foot-ball, baseball, tennis games, etc.? 
Surely none of these are more important in the making of 
our daughter's character than the training for service in 
the work of the Master. Would we consider an hour and 
a half once a month too heavy a tax on our own or our 
daughter's time in any other pursuit? Children are like 
grown ups, expect much from them, demand much from 
them and they grow to meet the requisitions. Place respon- 
sibilities upon them and the shoulders grow broad and 
strong in the bearing. How shall the work of this Board 
be carried on if our daughters are not now in training for 
its offices an responsibilities. Look around today at the 
active workers in the Board and see if they are not those 
who received their training as girls in the "Missionary 
Gleaners" or kindred organizations. 

Now what further of the training for service. Elijah 
Was a man who served his God — zealously, whole-heartedly, 
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courageously — somietimes overcome by heavy odds and dis- 
couragement, but always in the end coming bravely to the 
front. Elisha, when receiving the mantle and a double por- 
tion of Elijah's spirit, served God with earnestness, faithful- 
ness and fearlessness. He served not as Elijah did, for times, 
circumstances and demands changed, but he served the Lord 
with all his strength unto the end. 

Our Mothers taught us to serve in the home, in the church, 
in the community. Are we teaching our children the same 
lessons? Are we joyfully, faithfully, zealously, courageous- 
ly serving our Lord and Master? In our daily lives are we 
witnessing before our children the beauty of service? Do 
we teach them, by example, the blessedness of giving the 
cup of cold water, of visiting the sick, afflicted and down 
trodden, in the Lord's name, teaching that, ** inasmuch as 
ye did it unto one of the least — ye did it unto Me?" 

Do not let us boast of our generosity when we serve with 
only our gold and silver. Only let us boast, and then we 
won't want to, when we give ourselves and our children 
to the service of the Lord. 

Have you ever stopped to consider that with all our 
vaunted "good times," great wealth and large church there 
is not one among all the missionary descendants of the 
third generation, who grew up in Hawaii, on the foreign 
mission field, and but three who are in direct Christian work 
in these Islands? 

Where lies the fault We Mothers must take very care- 
fully to heart this question and examine very closely our 
own lives, our own ambitious and above all our relationship 
with our God. 

Are we ready to give Him our best and dearest? Do we 
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bring our little oness before the Lord and ask that they may 
stand before Him forever, that even as He has entrusted 
them to us so we give them back to Him? Are we safe- 
guarding them thus with our prayers? 

When we commit them unto God, surely we can trust 
them to His loving care, and He will guide us as we train 
them. '*He will put His spirit into them and they shall 
live/' and **He shall cover them with the mantle of His 
righteousness."

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OONSTirUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

This Society shall be called the Woman's Board of Mis- 
sions for the Pacific Islands. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Object of this Society shall be to awaken in 
its members and others a deeper interest in missionary work ; 
to encourage those who personally labor among the unevan- 
gelized ; and to receive and appropriate such funds as may be 
raised to promote Christian work at home or abroad. 

ARTICLE III. 

The payment of One Dollar shall constitute Annual Mem- 
bership; Ten Dollars, Life Membership. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, 
Honorary Vice-Presidents, Active Vice-Presidents, Eecording 
Secretary, Home Corresponding Secretary, Foreign Corres- 
ponding Secretary, Treasurer, Assistant Treasurer and Aud- 
itor, who shall respectively perform such duties as usually 
pertain to such offices. 

Sec. 2. These Officers, with the exception of the Hon- 
orary Vice-Presidents, shall be elected annually, and (ex- 
cepting the Auditor who shall be a gentleman) shall consti- 
tute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall be a quorum 
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for the transaction of business. They shall have authority 
to fill vacancies occurring in their number during the year. 

Sec. 3. The Honorary Vice-Presidents shall be elected for 
life. 

Sec. 4. The Presidents of the Auxiliaries shall be Vice- 
Presidents ex-officio of the Woman's Board of Missions for 
the Pacific Islands. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Hawaiian Board shall constitute an Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Eegular meetings for business, for reports of Auxiliaries 
and of Heads of Departments, together with a 
literary program, shall be held monthly unless otherwise 
voted; and there shall be an Annual Meeting in June at 
which the Annual Reports shall be presented, including 
reports from Heads of Departments and all Auxiliaries. 
Special meetings may be called by any three of the Officers 
by giving due notice. 
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BTJJLWB. 

1. The regular monthly meeting shall be held on the 
first Tnesday of the month. Due public notice of the same 
shall be given. 

2. The order of exercises for the monthly meeting shall 
include: 

Devotional Exercises. 

Reports of Secretaries. 

Report of Treasurer. 

Collection. 

Reports of Heads of Departments. 

Business. 

Literary Program. 

3. All Societies contributing ten dollars or more to this 
Treasury shall become auxiliary to the Woman's Board 
of Missions for the Pacific Islands. The Presidents of such 
Auxiliaries shall be Vice-Presidents of the Board ex-officio. 

4. At the regular meeting in April a nominating com- 
mittee shall be appointed to secure officers for the ensuing 
year; also a committee to arrange for the annual meeting 
in June. It shall be the duty of the latter committee to 
prepare a program for the literary work of the coming year, 
to be presented to the Society at its annual meeting for 
approval or otherwise. 

5. Business of importance shall be considered by the 
Board of Directors before presentation to the Society for 
action. All questions brought before the Society at its reg- 
ular meetings may be decided by a vote of the majority of 
the members present.
